The Japanese Monday occupied the 
telegraph office at Sinmintin and es­ 
tablished a temporary censorship, 
notwithstanding the objection of the 
Chinese officials.

All Japan Places Faith in Oyama and 
His Army. 
Tokio, March 7.—All Japan is eager­ 
ly watching developments at the great 
theater of war in Manchuria. The 
people are confident that Field Mar­ 
shal Oyama will defeat General Kuro­ 
patkin. The only question considered 
is the extent and severity of the blow 
that he will inflict, and its effect upon 
the course of the war. 
It is believed the possession of Muk­ 
den and a line on the Hun river is al­ 
ready assured and many predict even 
a greater disaster for the Russians. 
General Kuropatkin seems to be de­ 
voting his greatest energy to the pro­ 
tection of Fushun in order to preserve 
a line of retreat. He has sent masses 
of reserves there. The positions east 
and south of Fushun have already been 
the scenes of most bloody fighting. The 
operations of the Japanese left and 
part of the center continue to be suc­ 
cessful. 
It is believed that the Japanese will 
succeed in cutting the railway north 
of Mukden. 
Various estimates of the losses al­ 
ready sustained by the opposing forces 
are being made. One Tokio newspa­ 
per places the Russian loss at 25,000 
and the Japanese at 10,000. 


Washington, March 7.—The supreme 
court ol the United States has affirmed 
the decision of the circuit court of ap­ 
peals for the Third circuit in the 
case oi iiarrimau vs. the Northern 
&-<‘uritíes company, involving the dis­ 
tribution oi the shares in the* North­ 
ern Securities company. The dec ision 
la favorable to the Hill interests. 
The decision oí the court was an­ 
nounced by Chief Justice Fuller. He 
delivered no written opinion, but said 
that one would be filed later. There 
was no dissenting opinion. 
The decree of the circuit court of 
appeals, which was affirmed, merely 
reversed the decree of the circuit court 
for the district of New Jersey. The 
latter court issued an injunction re­ 
straining the Securities company from 
transferring or distributing 717,300 
shares of the common stock of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad company 
acquired by the Securities company 
in the merger of the Northern Pacific 
and the Great Northern roads. This 
decree was overruled by the circuit 
court of appeals sitting in Philadel­ 
phia aud the day’s verdict sustains 
the reversing decision. The court of 
appeals held in effect that the Securi­ 
ties company had become the absolute 
legal and equitable owner of the stock 
of the railroad company and that the 
question of ownership had not been 
involved or even incidentally passed 
upon by the supreme court of the 
United States in the government case 
for the dissolution of the merger. The 
suit was brought by E. H. Harriman, 
Winslow S. Pierce; aud other owners 
of the Northern Pacific* stock held by 
the Securities company to obtain pos­ 
session of the shares of stock orig­ 
inally deposited by them and to re­ 
strain the* company from pursuing its 
plan of distribution, which was to give 
to each stockholder a proportionate* 
amount of the stock of the two railroad 
companies. 
The par value of the stock involved 
is $82.391,871. The case was argued 
only a week ago anel the decision carne 
with a promptness that was quite un­ 
expected.

A regular meeting of the city council 
was held last night in council chambers. 
The following aldermen were present: 
Halladay, Gardner, Peterson, Armstrong, 
Baker, Farrar, 
Opsahl 
and 
Miller1 
President Johnson was in the chair. 
The report of P. E. Low, clerk of the 
municipal court, showed that 8 arrests 
had been made during the month of 
February. Three paid lines, I prisoner 
had his sentence suspended and three 
were discharged after tho hearing. The 
amount of lines collected during the 
month in city cases was $276.75. Fif­ 
teen civil cases were commenced and 
live state cases. SIG was collected in 
state cases. The report was on motion 
tiled 
The report of Chief of Police Situmojis 
was read and adopted. 
The report of Supt. Peterson, of the 
electric light plant, showed that 36 in­ 
candescent lights had been cut in dur­ 
ing the month of February. 20 lights 
had been cut out. 78 open arc lights 
are now in use in the city and 7 enclos­ 
ed arc lights. The report also disclosed 
the fact that all machinery at the plant 
is in good shape. The superintendent 
reported that a full load is being car­ 
ried by the machinery, especially on pay 
day nights and there are to be ordered 
300 incandescent and 6 enclosed arc 
lights at the new Bansford hotel. He 
called attention to a new type of arc 
light being used at the corner of Front 
and Fifth streets and recommended its 
use, as it L considered a saving in car­ 
bon. The superintendent’s report was 
on motion Hied as read. 
Alice R. Cannon, as claimant, sent a 
communication to the council demand­ 
ing 81,ODO damages for personal injuries 
claimed to have been sustained by fall­ 
ing over a defectively constructed walk 
on Ninth street between Main and 
Kingwood streets. She claims to have 
been hurt on the wrist, that her face was 
badly scarred and that she was injured 
internally. Tho matter was referred to 
the city attorney.

The purchasing 
committee recom­ 
mended the purchase of 40 acres of land 
from J. M. Elder on the west side of the 
river to be used as a dumping ground. 
This ground was gone over by tho mem­ 
bers of the committee and Dr. J. H. 
Thabes, chairman of the board of health. 
A motion prevailed that that the land 
be purchased at the price stipulated, 
$7 an acre. 
A motion was made and carried that 
the street commissioner bo instructed 
to repair the sidewalk on the East Brain­ 
erd bridge. 
A communication was read from Bar­ 
rett & Zimmerman, of Merriam Park, 
stating that a Hre team would cost 
840&—It was stated th a t the present 
Hre team could be sold for $200. The 
matter was referred to the Hre commit­ 
tee with power to act. 
The matter of buying a chemical came 
up again last night when Chairman 
Armstrong, of the Hre department, ask­ 
ed further time to investigate the m at­ 
ter. The proposition 
made by Tom 
Johnson and the advisability of putting 
in a chemical at this time was referred 
to this committee at the last meeting. 
The following individuals and Hrms 
were granted liquor licenses and their 
bonds were approved: Theines & Hagan 
and Mike Peterson. 
One of the most important matters 
considered last night was the question of 
proportioning the different Hre compan­ 
ies of the city, cutting down the East 
Brainered companies to fifteen members 
the same as those on the west side. 
Chairman Armstrong, on behalf of the 
Hre committee to whom had been refer­ 
red the matter, stated that the com­ 
mittee had met with several firemen and 
had decided that the only way to settle 
the matter was for the council to name 
the chief instead of beingelected by the 
members of the different companies. 
In view of this new phase of the 
question City Attorney Mantor had 
drafted three forms of an ordinance for 
the consideration of the council. 
All three forms provided that the 
chief and the two drivers be named by 
the council. They read differently in 
regard to the selection of the first and 
second assistant chiefs only. The first 
provided that tho chief appoint both the 
first and second assistants. The second 
provided that either one or the other be 
named by the chief. The third provid­ 
ed that both assistants be elected by a 
plurality of;the members of the fire de­ 
partment. 
In this connection there was a com­ 
munication from the two East Brainerd 
companies, in which they referred to the 


proposed ordinance intended to appor­ 
tion the memberships of tho different 
companies. The communication 
was 
rather pithy. The members of Nos. 3 
and 4 charged that it was all a scheme 
that the “down town” companies might 
control the election of a chief in April. 
They claimed they needed a large num­ 
ber of men to pull the carts. They 
wanted to know why the “down town' 
companies quit some time ago; because 
they wanted to have the handling of all 
the money? 
Did they quit in East 
Brainerd? Not much. Why? Because 
they are volunteers. And thus the let­ 
ter ran. and finally Alderman Halladay 
brought up the old matter of distribut­ 
ing the state money, but nothing was 
done in this direction. 
When the motion that the proposed 
ordinance vesting the city council with 
the power to name the chief was placed 
on its first reading two or three firemen, 
who 
were present, were on their feet. 
C. A. Wilkins contended that the two 
“down town" companies had no show 
with the large majority in the compan­ 
ies on th* east side in the election of 
their officers and therefore they were in 
favor of giving the council the authority 
to elect the chief. They had found 
that better work could be accomplished 
by fifteen members to a company than 
with a larger number. 
Claude Wanter spoke for the East 
Brainerd companies demonstrating that 
the membership, as apportioned, was 
now equal. 
The matter was finally disposed by a 
motion made by Alderman Halladay 
that the ordinance be laid on the table 
until the next meeting. 
Attorney Hickey, representing the tax 
department of the Northern 
Pacific 
Railway company, was present last night 
to make a settlement with reference to 
the donation that the company made to 
the city, in lieu of the macadamizing of 
Front street, of 81,000. 
It will be re­ 
membered that when the matter of 
macadamizing Front street came up in 
1902, through the efforts of the late Sen­ 
ator A. F. Ferris, the N. P. railway com­ 
pany offered to contribute the sum of 
81.000 toward the cost upon condition 
that the work be done without any 
further expense to or contribution from 
the said railway company or assessment 
against its property. 
Up to last night the matter had never 
been adjudicated. The company by its 
representative last night asked that the 
assessments on aecountof the macadam­ 
izing of this street be abated, vacated 
set aside and cancelled as to property 
described as follows: Lots ll and 12, 
block 17, lots I, 2, 5. 6, 7 and 8 in block 
9, and all of said assessment assess­ 
ed against the V. M. C. A., amount­ 
ing ta 8694.83, for the reason that lots 2, 
5, 6, 7 and 8, block 9, were not under 
lease at the time the work was done, 
but were a part of said railway com­ 
pany’s right of way and not otherwise 
occupied, each of which lots are assessed 
for the sum of 852.35; that as to lot I, 
block 9, it was under lease to II. Tur- 
cott, one-half of the assessment was 
paid by the said Turcotte; that as to lots 
ll and 12. block 17, they were under 
lease to the Standard Oil company and 
the railway company guaranteed the 
amount; that the description of the 
premises assessed against the V. M. C. 
A. is erroneous and includes land not 
under lease to said association. 
A resolution was finally adopted and 
all the above assessments against the 
property described were abated, can­ 
celled and set aside. The railway com­ 
pany, according to Mr. Hickey, guaran­ 
teed the payment of 8220.36 against the 
Standard Oil company. 
In this connection Attorney A. T. Lar­ 
son appeared on behalf of the Y. M. C. 
A. and asked that the taxes against the 
institution be abated on the ground that 
the association was of such a character 
that if the taxes were not abated the 
amount would have to come from the 
taxpayers anyway by contribution. 
No further action was taken regard­ 
ing a reassessment and it is likely that 
there will be nothing done to force the 
taxation against the association. 
This settles the matter and the 81,000 
will be paid into the coffers of the city 
at once. 
A communication was received from 
L. E. Lum, of 
Duluth, in which 
he 
stated that he had received a letter 
from 
some Boston 
bankers holding 
Brainerd 
bonds asking 
about them. 
Mr. Lum made suggestions to the coun­ 
cil regarding the disposition to be made 
with the water works matter and ad­ 
vised speedy action.

Alice H. Cannon, as claimant, sent a 
communication to the council demand­ 
ing 61,030 damages for personal injuries 
claimed to have been sustained by fall­ 
ing over a defectively constructed walk 
on Ninth street between Main and 
Kingwood streets. She claims to have 
been hurt on the wrist, that her face was 
badly scarred and that she was injured 
internally. Tho matter was referred to 
the city attorney.

The purchasing committee recom­ 
mended the purchase of 40 acres of land 
from J. M. Elder on the west side of the 
river to be used as a dumping ground. 
This ground was gone over by tho mem­ 
bers of the committee and Dr. J. H. 
Thabes, chairman of the board of health. 
A motion prevailed that that the land 
be purchased at the price stipulated, 
67 an acre. 
A motion was made and carried that 
the street commissioner be instructed 
to repair the sidewalk on the EastBrain- 
erd bridge. 
A communication was read from Bar­ 
rett & Zimmerman, of Merriam Park, 
stating that a tiro team would cost 
84O0r''-it was stated that the present 
tire team could be sold for 6200. The 
matter was referred to the tire commit­ 
tee with power to act. 
The matter of buying a chemical came 
up again last night when Chairman 
Armstrong, of the tire department, ask­ 
ed further time to investigate the mat­ 
ter. The proposition made by Tom 
Johnson and the advisability of putting 
in a chemical at this time was referred 
to this committee at the last meeting. 
The following individuals and firms 
were granted liquor licenses and their 
bonds were approved: Theines & Hagan 
and Mike Peterson. 
One of the most important matters 
considered last night was the question of 
proportioning the different fire compan­ 
ies of the city, cutting down the East 
Brainered companies to fifteen members 
the same as those on tho west side. 
Chairman Armstrong, on behalf of tho 
fire committee to whom had been refer­ 
red the matter, stated that the com­ 
mittee had met with several firemen and 
had decided that the only way to settle 
the matter w’as for the council to name 
the chief instead of beingelected by the 
members of the different companies. 
In view of this new phase of the 
question City Attorney Mantor had 
drafted three forms of an ordinance for 
the consideration of the council. 
All three forms provided that the 
chief and the two drivers be named by 
the council. They read differently in 
regard to the selection of the first and 
second assistant chiefs only. The first 
provided that the chief appoint both the 
first and second assistants. The second 
provided that either one or the other be 
named by the chief. The third provid­ 
ed that both assistants be elected by a 
plurality ofthe aaembers of the fire de­ 
partment. 
In this connection there was a com­ 
munication from the two East Brainerd 
companies, in which they referred to the 


proposed ordinance intended to appor­ 
tion the memberships of the different 
companies. The communication was 
rather pithy. The members of Nos. 5 
and 4 charged that it was all a scheme 
that the “down town” companies might 
control the election of a chief in April. 
They claimed they needed a largo num­ 
ber of men to pull the carts. They 
wanted to know why the “down town” 
companies quit some time ago; bocause 
they wanted to have the handling of all 
the money? Did they quit in East 
Brainerd? Not much. Why? Because 
they are volunteers. And thus the let­ 
ter ran. and finally Alderman Ilalladay 
brought up the old matter of distribut­ 
ing the state money, but nothing was 
done in this direction. 
When the motion that the proposed 
ordinance vesting the city council with 
the power to name the chief was placed 
on its first reading two or three firemen, 
who were present, were on their feet. 
C. A. Wilkins contended that the two 
“down town” companies had no show 
with the large majority in the compan­ 
ies on th* east side in the election of 
their officers and therefore they wore in 
favor of giving the council the authority 
to elect the chief. They had found 
that better work could be accomplished 
by fifteen members to a company than 
with a larger number. 
Claude Winter spoke for the East 
Brainerd companies demonstrating that 
the membership, as apportioned, was 
now equal. 
The matter was finally disposed by a 
motion made by Alderman Ilalladay 
that the ordinance be laid on the table 
until the next meeting. 
Attorney H ick ey , representing the tax 
department of the Northern Pacific 
Railway company, was present last night 
to make a settlement with reference to 
the donation that the company made to 
the city, in lieu of the macadamizing of 
Front street, of 81,000. It will be re­ 
membered that when the matter of 
macadamizing Front street came up in 
1902, through the efforts of the late Sen­ 
ator A. F. Ferris, the N. P. railway com­ 
pany offered to contribute the sum of 
81.000 toward the cost upon condition 
that the work be done without any 
further expense to or contribution from 
the said railway company or assessment 
against its property. 
Up to last night the matter had never 
been adjudicated. The company by its 
representative last night asked that the 
assessments on accountof the macadam­ 
izing of this street be abated, vacated 
set aside and cancelled as to property 
described as follows: Lots 11 and 12, 
block 17, lots 1, 2, 5. 0, 7 and 8 in block 
9, and all of said assessment assess­ 
ed against the V. M. C. A., amount­ 
ing to 8694.85, for the reason that lots 2, 
5, 6, 7 and 8, block 9, were not under

but were a part of said railway com­ 
pany's right of way and not otherwise 
occupied, each of which lots are assessed 
for the sum of 852.55; that as to lot 1, 
block 9, it was under lease to II. Tur- 
cotfc, one-half of the assessment was 
paid by the said Turcotte; that as to lots 
11 and 12. block 17, they were under 
lease to the Standard Oil company and 
the railway company guaranteed the 
amount: that the description of the 
premises assessed against the V. M. C.

A resolution was finally adopted and 
all the above assessments against the 
property described were abated, can­ 
celled and set aside. The railway com­ 
pany, according to Mr. Hickey, guaran­ 
teed the payment of 8220.56 against the 
Standard Oil company. 
In this connection Attorney A. T. Lar­ 
son appeared on behalf of the Y. M. C. 
A. and asked that the taxes against the 
institution be abated on the ground that 
the association was of such a character 
that if the taxes were not abated the 
amount would have to come from the 
taxpayers anyway by contribution.

strike and that the strike had been or­ 
dered tor 3 a. rn., to be put into full 
operation at -1 a. rn. 
About 5,000 employes of the subway 
and elevated .systems are affected by 
the strike, which will tie up all traffic 
in Manhattan except 
on the surface 
trolley lines. 
The utter impossibility 
of the multitude

places down town is one of the most 
serious features of the situation and it 
is feared will be the cause of much dis­ 
order.

To test the temper of the house and 
to offer a protest against what he in­ 
timated was a well laid plan to railroad 
the bill through, W. D. Washburn, Jr., 
of Minneapolis asked coslderation of 
a resolution in which was incorporated 
a plan of procedure. 
It provided for the consideration of 
two chapters a day, or a total of eight 
dais for the entire bill, and demanded 
of the judiciary that during such con­ 
sideration it explain In detail each of 
the amendments agreed to in commit­ 
tee 
The resolution was combated vigor­ 
ously, W. B. Anderson and other mem­ 
bers of the-judiciary committee taking 
the lead. 
Mr. Anderson dented that there was 
any scheme on foot to railroad the bill 
through the house. 
After considerable 
more argument 
there arose cries of “question,” and 
finally Speaker Claque put the motion. 
Tho judiciary committee won and 
won handsomely.

T h e Code T a k e n Up.

The resolution w as com bated vigor­ 
ously, W. B. Anderson and o th er m em ­ 
bers of t h e judiciary co m m ittee taking 
the lead. 
Mr. Anderson dented that th ere was 
any schem e on foot to railroad the bill 
through the house.
